Home of Kansas track & field; 87th annual 
Kansas Relays was the first meet to be held

track on United States soil and one of only 
105 in the entire world; Hosted the NCAA

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THE NICKNAME: 
JAYHAWK 

The University of Kansas is the home of the 
Jayhawk, a mythical bird with a fascinating 
history. Its origin is rooted in the historic 
struggles of Kansas settlers. The term 
“Jayhawk” was probably coined about 1848. 
Accounts of its use appeared from Illinois to 
Texas. The name combines two birds - the blue 
jay, a noisy, quarrelsome thing known to rob 
other nests, and the sparrow hawk, a stealthy 
hunter. 


THE ALMA MATER 

In 1891, professor George Barlow Penny 
searched fora school song for the Glee and 
Mandolin Club to sing on its tour through 
Kansas to Denver and back. No one responded 
with an original song in answer to his appeals. 
Just before departure, he thought of the 
Cornell song “Far Above Cayuga’s Waters.” 
Hastily changing a few words, he gave it to the 
glee club men to sing on the trip. He did not 
expect the song to be used after their return, 
but “Crimson and the Blue” still goes on. The 
music is not Cornelt’s but an old English folk 
tune, “Annie Lisle.” 


CAMPANILE HILL 

Campanile Hill forms the picturesque backdrop 
for David Booth Kansas Memorial Stadium. On 
a sunny fall Saturday, the “Hill” is transformed 
into a congregating place for watching 
Jayhawk football, sunning and barbequing. 
Potter Lake, just to the southwest of David 
Booth Kansas Memorial Stadium and at the 
bottom of Campanile Hill, adds to the beauty 
of the Kansas campus. 
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THE K RING 

The K Ring symbolizes a uniquely shared 
experience between generations of varsity 
letterwinners at the University of Kansas. As a 
Jayhawk you are expected to uphold tradition 
and retain the characteristics of a champion 
while continuing to create your own legacy. 


WAVING THE WHEAT 

Since the early days of KU sports, it has been 
a ritual of Jayhawk fans to “wave the wheat” 
following every Kansas scoring drive in 
football. The tradition also extends to Allen 
Fieldhouse where fans "wave the wheat” when 
an opponent fouls out and at the conclusion 

of every Jayhawk victory. The ritual consists 
of fans waving their arms in the air, an activity 
which, when done by a large crowd, resembles 
a breezy Kansas wheat field 


THE ROCK CHALK CHANT 
The Rock Chalk Chant has been the battle 

cry of KU fans for more than 80 years. This 
strange, traditional chant, which is among the 
most famous of all college cheers, was started 
by EHS. Bailey, a professor of chemistry. On 
May 21, 1886, Bailey submitted the cheer to 
his club.

Les Miles, a national championship-winning 
former coach at Louisiana State and Oklahoma 
State, was named the head coach of the 
University of Kansas football team on November 
18, 2018. 


Miles brings to Lawrence 142 victories, a BCS 
national championship, two SEC titles, 109 NFL 
Draft picks, including 21 First Round selections, 
in 35-plus seasons of college coaching, the most 
career wins of anyone who has coached football 
at Kansas in the modern era. 


Most recently, Miles served as the head coach 
at LSU (2005-16), where his teams averaged 10 
wins per year in his 11 full seasons. He led LSU to 
bow! games in each of those Tl seasons (winning 
seven), and won 42 games against Top-25 teams 
and 16 over Top-10 teams. Miles’ teams won 10 or 
More games seven times, reached the SEC title 
game three times (winning twice) and led LSU 
to five Top-10 and three Top-S finishes. 


During his tenure at LSU, Miles coached an 
SEC-leading 87 NFL Draft picks, 17 of them 
first-round selections. He coached 22 first-team 
All-Americans and 11 players who won national 
awards. He is the second-winningest coach in 
LSU history in overall wins (112) and SEC regular- 
season wins (63). 


In the classroom, more than 240 players earned 
degrees under Miles and during his tenure, LSU 
football's graduation rate ranked as high as No. 
2 in the SEC multiple times. As part of LSU's 
Project Graduation established in 2010, more 
than 30 players who had left school without a 
degree returned to earn their college diploma 
before Miles left in 2016. Nearly 190 LSU players 
were named to the SEC Academic Honor Roll 
during Miles’ time there, 


Miles went to LSU after a four-year tenure 
as head coach at Oklahoma State. The OSU 
program he took over in 2001 had registered 
only one winning season since 1988. 


The Cowboys went 4-7 his first year, then had 
three-straight winning seasons (8-5, 9-4, 7-5). 
He led OSU to three-straight bow! games, a first 
for the program since 1983-85. 


Miles’ four-year winning percentage of 57 
percent is the best career winning percentage 
for an OSU coach since 1949. OSU was the only 
team in the nation to beat Oklahoma twice 
during Miles* four-year tenure there. 


Prior to OSU, Miles spent three yearsas tight-ends 
coach with the Dallas Cowboys (one divisional 
title, two playoff appearances). He went to 
Dallas after serving as offensive coordinator at 
OSU for three seasons (8-3, Alamo Bowl berth 
in 1997). 


Miles served two stints (total of 10 seasons) as 
an assistant coach at Michigan, several of them 
under legendary head coach Bo Schembechler. 
During Miles’ second tenure there, from 1987-94, 
Michigan won 71 games, made eight-straight 
bow! appearances, including four Rose Bowls, 
and finished no lower than No. 21 in the final 
Associated Press national rankings. 


Between tenures at Michigan, Miles spent four 
seasons as an assistant coach at the University 
of Colorado. 


Miles graduated from Michigan in 1976 with a 
degree in economics. He was a two-year football 
letterman, playing on two Big Ten championship 
teams. He earned all-state honors in football at 
Elyria High School in Ohio, where he also earned 
letters in baseball and wrestling. 


Miles’ wife, Kathy, was a point guard at Central 
Michigan University and later an assistant 
basketball coach at Michigan. They have two 
daughters, Kathryn (nickname “Smacker"), a 
former swimmer at Texas and currently a TV 
sports personality, and Macy, a sophomore at 
Free State High Schoo! where she helped lead 
the Firebirds to a softball state title in 2019. 
They also have two sons, Manny, a grad-transfer 
quarterback at KU, and Ben, who is currently a 
fullback at Texas A&M,

Les Koenning was hired as the Jayhawks’ offensive 
coordinator in January 2019 by Kansas head coach Les 
Miles. Koenning has 17 years of experience as an offensive 
coordinator, has produced game-changing offenses and 
record-setting players at Power Five programs Mississippl 
aie (2009-13), Texas A&M (2003-07) and Alabama (2001- 


During Koenning’s five seasons at Mississippi State with 
head coach Dan Mullen, he elevated the offense to its 
highest levels in school history, in addition to helping the 
Bulldogs play in four-straight bow! games for the first time 
in school history. 


During that time, Koenning orchestrated what was then the 
top four seasons in school history in total offensive yards, 
the top two in passing yards and scoring, the top four in 
passing TDs and two of the top four in rushing TDs. 


Koenning also coached the top four quarterbacks on the

Koenning comes to Kansas after spending the 2018 
‘campaign at Southem Miss as the running backs coach: 
His year at USM follows a two-year stint as UAB's offensive 
coordinator, where he led the Biazers' offense in its first year 
back after a two-year hiatus. UAB was fifth in Conference 
USA in scoring and rushing offense during the 2017 season, 


A.J, Erdely set the UAB record for rushing touchdowns in a 
season by a quarterback with 13 and running back Spencer 
Brown set the freshman school record for rushing yards with 
1,329 yards and was named C-USA Freshman of the Year. 


Prior to his arrival in Birmingham, Koenning served as the 
wide receivers coach at the University of Texas in 2014. In his 
fone year with the Longhorns, Koenning guided John Harris 
to all-conference recognition as Harris hauled in 68 catches 
for 1,051 yards and seven touchdowns. 


Prior to joining the Texas staff were Koenning’s five seasons 
in Starkville. He went to MSU from South Alabama, where 
he spent 2008 helping to establish the foundation for the 
newly developed Jaguars program that began play in 2009, 


Prior to that, Koenning spent five years on the Texas A&M 
staff, serving as offensive coordinator and working with 
the quarterbacks. During his time there he oversaw the 
development of both Reggie McNeal and Stephen McGee. 


McNeal set a then single-season school record with 2791 
passing yards in 2004, while McGee put together two 
seasons that ranked in the top 10 at that time in 2006- 
07, McNeal also finished his career as Texas A&M's career 
passing leader with 6,992 yards and rushed for 1,889 yards, 
while McGee left in fourth place with 5,475 passing yards 
‘combined with 1,750 rushing yards. 

Both players would go on the be drafted with McNeal 


selected in the sixth round of the 2006 draft by Cincinnati 
and McGee chosen in the fourth round of the 2009 draft by 
Dallas. Seven other Aggies were also drafted who played 
under Koenning. 


Koenning went to Texas A&M from Alabama where he 
was offensive coordinator and quarterbacks coach for two 
seasons (2001-02). Alabama split time between Tyler Watts 
and Andrew Zow in 2001, however Ahmaad Galloway led a 
‘ushing attack that ranked ninth in the nation (226.4 ypg). 
The 2002 team ranked 18th in rushing (213.2 ypg) while 
posting a 10-3 record. Shaud Williams and Santonio Beard 
Carried the load with 921 rushing yards and 8l!, respectively, 
while Tyler Watts and Brodie Croyle shared time at 
quarterback Center Alonzo Ephraim was a two-time First 
Team All-SEC honoree in the two years.

Eliot comes to Kansas 
with 20 years of coaching experience in the collegiate 
rankings, including the last six as a defensive coordinator. 


Eliot's pedigree includes coaching stops at Florida State, 
Miami, Colorado and Kentucky, as well as time with 
proven winners and program builders Jimbo Fisher and 
Mark Stoops. Additionally, Eliot is among a select group 
of defensive thought-leaders who regularly clinic around 
the principles of the 3-4 defense, including Miles’ former 
defensive coordinator Dave Aranda. 


Prior to joining the Jayhawks, Eliot spent the 2017-18 
seasons as the defensive coordinator at Colorado.

His presence at Florida State helped lead a revival of FSU’s 
defense. The year prior to his arrival, the Seminoles ranked 
108th in total defense and rushing defense. However, by 
2012, FSU ranked second nationally in total defense (254.1 
yards per game) and sixth in scoring defense (14.7 points 
per game). 


In his three seasons at Florida State (2010-12), the ‘Noles 
Went 31-10 and he helped FSU tie for the national lead in 
sacks with 48 his first year there. in his second season FSU 
limited opponents to just 235 yards per carry, which led the 
nation in that category,

His defensive ends on the 2012 team, Werner and Comellius 
Carradine, combined for and 31 tackles for lasses, including 
24 sacks, when FSU finished 12-2. Werner went on to be 
named the ACC Defensive Player of the Year on his way to 
eaming All-America honors. 


In his second of three seasons at Rice (2007-09), he 
helped the Owls go 10-3 and win the 2008 Texas Bowl, the

From there he went to Houston 
aS a graduate assistant for two years before landing in a 
similar position at Miami for the 2002 season; the Hurricanes 
went 12-0 and were ranked No. Vat the end of the regular 
season before falling 31-24 in double overtime to Ohio State 
in the BCS National Championship Game.

As Nebraska's linebackers coach, he was involved with some 
of the nation’s most successful defenses, in 2010, Nebraska 
was third nationally in pass efficiency defense, fifth in pass 
defense, ninth in scoring defense and ith in total defense 
In 2009, the Cornhuskers led the country in scoring defense 
and pass efficiency defense, and were seventh in total 
defense and ninth in rushing defense.

Ekeler, a special teams standout and linebacker for Bill 
Snyder at Kansas State from 1991-94, was named team 
captain as a senior. Ekeler was named National Special 
Teams Player of the Year in 1994 by George Michael Sports 
Machine, a popular national sports show at the time, 


Exeler earned his bachelor's degree in social sciences from 
Kansas State in 1995. He and his wife, Barbie, have a son, 1.1. 
and daughters Cameryn, Abigail and Bella, 
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Heading into his 2ist year on the Kansas coaching staff 
and 24th year overall with the program, Clint Bowen 
servesas the safeties coach on Les Miles’ staff. 


In 2018, Bowen organized a KU defense that featured 
two All-Big 12 First Team members in defensive end 
Daniel Wise and linebacker Joe Dineen Jr. Dineen, 
who led the FBS in solo tackles for the second-straight 
season, was tabbed All-America Second Team by the 
Associated Press, Sporting News and Sports Illustrated. 
The pair finished as the top two Kansas players all-time 
in tackles-for-loss. Additionally, he mentored cornerback 
Corione Harris to Freshman All-America honors, 


Bowen's 2017 defense featured four All-Big 12 players, 
including safety Bryce Tormeden, who earned honorable 
mention honors from the conference coaches in his first 
season as a starter. 


Bowen coached a pair of hard-hitting safeties for KU 
in 2016. Led by veteran Fish Smithson with 93 tackles 
and freshman Mike Lee with 77 stops--the Jayhawk

In 2015, Bowen guided sefety Smithson toa FBS-leading 
87 solo tackles, Smithson came within three tackles of 
tying Bowen's top-three mark in KU history for tackles 
ina season by a defensive back and became the first DB 
to lead the team in tackles since Darrell Stuckey in 2009, 
‘Smithson’'s 11) tackles were the most by a DB since 1998, 


‘Bowen was tabbed as the Jayhawks’ interim head coach 
‘on Sept. 28, 2014, posting a 1-7 mark while guiding KU 
through the remainder of the 2014 campaign. He had 
previously served as the special teams coordinator and 
defensive backs coach in 2012, before moving over to 
coaching the linebackers in January of 2013, then adding 
the title of defensive coordinator in December of 2013. 


In addition to his interim head coach duties, Bowen 
still tutored the Jayhawk linebackers, specifically Ben 
Heeney, who was a unanimous All-Big 12 First Team 
selection in 2014 and a fifth-round pick in the 2015 NFL 
Draft. 


Bowen completed a one-year stint as defensive 
coordinator and safeties coach for North Texas in 2011, 
having joined the Mean Green after spending the 
2010 season at Western Kentucky, where he held the 
defensive coordinator position. 


The Lawrence native and 1995 KU grad returned to his 
roots in 2012, as he accumulated 13 years of coaching 
‘experience with the Jayhawks prior to his latest return: 
to Lawrence. He began his Kansas coaching career by 
working as a defensive graduate assistant coach for 
KU in 1996. He then worked one season as a graduate 
assistant at Minnesota before returning to Kansas as 
@ graduate assistant in 1998-99 and then serving as 
assistant director of football operations during the 2000 
season. 


Bowen took over the role of special teams coordinator in 
2001, a position he held at KU through the 2005 season. 
In addition to manning the special teams, Bowen also 
coached tight ends (2001), running backs (2002) and 
safeties (2003-05) during that time span. 


In 2006 Bowen was promoted to co-defensive 
coordinator and continued coaching the Jayhawk 
safeties from 2003-09. Following the 2007 season he 
was elevated to defensive coordinator, helping guide 
the Jayhawks to a victory at the Insight Bow! in 2008. 


PATH TO KANSAS 


During his previous stint on the KU coaching staff, the 
Jayhawks posted a 3-1 bowl record, including @ 24-21 
win over Virginia Tech in the 2008 Orange Bowl. Kansas 
finished the 2007 season with a 12-1 record and No. 7 
ational ranking in both the Associated Press and ESPN/ 
USA Today coaches polls. 


Bowen had at least one of his players earn postseason 
All-Big 12 Conference recognition each year. The 2007 
Kansas defense ranked fourth in the nation in scoring 
defense and ranked in the top-10 nationally in both 
passing defense and rushing defense. 


Bowen was a hard-hitting defensive back for the 
Jayhawks in 1990 and 1992-93, following one season 
at Butler County Community College. He led the KU 
defense in tackles in 1993 with 114 total stops. That figure 
Fanks as the third-most tackles by a Jayhawk defensive 
back in school history. 


Bowen was instrumental in helping the Jayhawks to 
‘an 8-4 final record, a No. 22 national ranking and @ win 
over Brigham Young in the 1992 Aloha Bowl. He was the 
recipient of the school's Willie Pless Tackler of the Year 
‘Award following his senior season in 1993. 


He is the product of a football family, His father (Charley 
Bowen) was a high school All-American at Lawrence 
High School and his older brother (Charley Jr.) was 
@ four-year letterwinner as a defensive back for the 
Jayhawks (1989-92). 


Bowen and his wife, Kristie, have two sons, Baylor and 
Banks. Kristie Bowen is the 2014 Mrs. Kansas and was 
named Miss Kansas in 2001.

Kwahn Drake was tabbed by head coach Les Miles to coach 
the Jayhawks’ defensive line in December of 2018, after 
spending one season on the Colorado coaching staff under 
current KU defensive coordinator D.J. Eliot in the same role. 


lin Drake's lone season in Boulder, he coached defensive 
tackle Mustafa Johnson, who led the Pac-l2 in sacks and 
ranked third in tackles-for-loss, Johnson finished the season 
with 73 tackles, 8.5 sacks and 175 TFLs. He also led the 
Buffaloes with 16 quarterback pressures. His 175 tackles 
for loss rank 10th most in CU history and are the most by a 
Colorado player in 25 seasons. 


He went to Colorado after serving as the defensive line 
coach for the 2017 season at Eastern Illinois. On the fast 
track as a rising star in the profession, EIU head coach Kim 
Dameron had promoted Drake to co-defensive coordinator 
following the season, 


At EIU, David Johnson earned second-team All-Ohio Valley 
Conference honors for two-straight seasons. Under Drake's 
tutelage, he finished his senior season with SI tackles and 
955 tackles-for-loss, which included 3.5 quarterback sacks, 
He ranked Tith in the OVC in sacks and 12th in TFLs. 


Prior to his one-year stint at EIU, Drake spent the 2016 
season as an offensive analyst at Memphis under head 
coach Mike Norvell, The Tigers finished 8-5 and earned 
an invitation to the Boca Raton Bowl. The offense was the 
second-most prolific in program history, amassing 6,028 
yards of offense and scoring 57 touchdowns and 505 points, 
ail the second-highest numbers in school annals.

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Tony Hull is in his fourth season on the Kansas coaching 
staff, serving as running backs coach for Les Miles 


tn 2018 Hull coached freshman running back Pooka 
Williams J, to one of the top rookie performances in KU 
football history. Williams earned Second-Team All-America 
honors from the Football Writers of America, the first player 
in KU history to do so. He rushed for 1,125 yards, tying him 
for eighth place in KU single-season history, and seven 
touchdowns. He added 246 yards on TI kick returns to lead 
tthe Big 12, and 289 yards and two scores on 33 receptions. 
His 1,660 all-purpose yards rank third on KU's single-season 
list. He ranked sixth in the FBS in all-purpose yards at 150.9 
per game. He was named to several Freshman All-America 
teams, including ESPN, the Football Writers of America, 
Phil Steele, Athlon and 247Sports.com. Williams was also 
named to the All-Big 12 First Team at running back and 
returner, and was named Big 12 Offensive Freshman of the 
Year. 


Under Hull's guidance, running back Khalil Herbert 
exploded for a 21-yard rushing game against West 
Virginia--the third-best single-game rushing performance 
in KU history and third-best in the NCAA-in 2017. 


Hull joined the Jayhawk staff from the Louisiana high 
school ranks, where he most recently served as the head 
coach and offensive coordinator of Warren Easton High

While at Ball State, Jackson was named 
the 2017 Mid-American Conference Recruiter of 
the Year by 247Sports.com, serving as the lead 
recruiter for the Cardinals while also coaching 
the defensive backs. 


Prior to his stint at Ball State, Jackson spent the 
2015 season as a graduate assistant at his alma 
mater, LSU, working on Miles’ staff that guided 
the Tigers to a 9-3 mark and a final national 
ranking of No. 16. 


During the 2013-14 seasons, Jackson worked 
as a defensive graduate assistant at South 
Alabama, where he helped the Jaguars earn a 
bowl bid for the first time in program history, a 
bid to the 2014 Camellia Bowl.

Emmett Jones was named the Kansas wide receivers coach 
in December of 2018 by head coach Les Miles. 


Jones recently completed his third season as outside 
receivers coach on Kliff Kingsbury’s staff at Texas Tech after 
being promoted to the position immediately following the 
2015 season. 


Jones, who previously served as Tech's Director of Player 
Development in 2015, saw his unit find immediate success 
during the 2016 campaign as the Red Raiders led the 
country in total offense (566.6 yards per game) as well as 
passing offense (463.0 yards per game). Tech averaged 43.7 
points per game its third-highest mark in school history ~ 
which ranked fifth nationally among FBS programs. 


Under Jones’ direction, Tech’s outside receivers accounted 
for 1,835 receiving yards and 16 touchdowns, and were led 
by Dylan Cantrell, who finished with 650 yards and eight 
touchdowns through the air. Cantrell wrapped up his career 
with 1873 receiving yards and 18 touchdowns, the majority 
of which came during his final two seasons under Jones. 


Cantrell and fellow receiver Keke Coutee both heard their 
names called during the 2018 NFL Draft as Cantrell was 
selected in the sixth round by the Los Angeles Chargers. 
Fellow outside receiver Derrick Willies also received an 
opportunity at the next level as he signed a free agent 
agreement with the Cleveland Browns shortly after the draft 


TJ. Vasher developed into a significant deep threat under 
Jones after catching 29 passes for 545 yards and six 
Touchdowns as only a redshirt freshman in 2017. Vasher 
turned in two 100-yard performances during Big 12 play 
as he recorded all but two of his receptions during the final 
eight games of the year. He averaged 18.8 yards per catch 
‘overall, which ranked 22nd nationally at the end of the 
season, 


In 2018 Jones coached Antoine Wesley, who was named a 
first-team All-American by the Football Writers Association 
of America, All-Big 12 First Team by the Associated Press 
and All-Big 12 Second Team by the league coaches and a 
‘semifinalist for the Biletnikoff Award. 
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Wesley was among the FBS leaders in 2018 in almost every 
receiving category after hauling in 88 passes for 1410 yards 
and nine touchdowns. He ranked second nationally in 
receiving yards and receiving yards per game (1175) as well 
as eighth in receptions per game (73). He was the Big 12 
leader in all three categories. Wesley's 1,410 receiving yards 
rank third alltime in Texas Tech history 


Jones arrived in Lubbock to oversee Tech's player 
development in February 2015. In his one year in that role, 
Jones served as a mentor for the Red Raider offense and was 
also instrumental in Tech's on-campus recruiting activities, 


Jones went to Tech following three seasons as the head 
coach at South Oak Ciff, one of the top high school 
programs in the state of Texas. The Golden Bears were 3 
combined 30-8 under Jones, advancing deeo in the Class 
4A and SA playofts all thtee seasons. In addition, South Oak 
Cliff was'a hotbed for talent and annually produced several 
players who signed with Division-I programs, including five 
players who signed in 2014 


South Oak Cliff was the first head coaching position for 
Jones after making several stops as an assistant in the Dallas 
area, Jones spent seven seasons at nearby Dallas Skyline 
High School prior to his arrival at South Oak Clift.

The line alo gelled down the stretch in the 
rushing attack, as EMU racked up 815 yards on the ground over the final 
four games, which included four 00-yard rushers. 


Under Meadows’ tutelage, Jimmy Leatiota earned Second Team Alle

Meadows was the assistant head coach and offensive line coach at 
206 National Junior College Athletic Assocation (NJCAA) National 
‘Champion Garden City Community College in Garden City, Kansas. The 
Bronchusters steamrolled through their 2016 schedule en route to an 
1+ record by outscoring the oppasition by an average of 19 points per 
game, The program captured is firs Jayhawk Conference tite since 
2001 and finished off the program's first-ever perfect season with 
25-22 victory over Arizona Wester College in the NICAA Footbal 
Championship Game.

A native of Prattville, Alabama, Woodfin graduated 
from UAB in 2004 with a bachelor's degree in 
exercise science. 


Following a college career in which he became UAB's 
all-time leading tackler (372 stops), he signed as 
a free agent with the Green Bay Packers (2005). 
Woodfin later signed with the Baltimore Ravens 
and spent two seasons with the organization before 
a stint in the World Football League and with the 
Houston Texans. 


Woodfin is married to the former Fawn Burke and the 
couple has a son, Valor, and a daughter, Violet. 
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Mike Vollmar, an executive with over three decades of 
experience in college football administration, joined 
Kansas Athletics as Senior Associate AD for Football 
Administration in August 2018. 


As Director of Football at IMG Academy, Vollmar 
‘oversaw all aspects of the football program, including 
boarding school, camps, visiting team training and 
events. 


Vollmar went to IMG after serving for four years as 
the University of Tennessee's senior associate athletic 
director; he oversaw football and was a member of 
the Vols’ executive staff. During his career he has been 
a part of 20 bow! games, a national championship 
and four conference titles. 


In addition to his tenure at Tennessee, Vollmar 
has worked at some of the most recognizable and 
‘successful Power 5 programs in the country, including: 


Alabama: He spent three seasons (2008-10) in 
Tuscaloosa, where he was associate athletic director 
for football and oversaw the program for Coach Nick 
‘Saban during a time in which the Crimson Tide went

Championship Series conferences — the Big 12, Big Ten, Big East, 
Atlantic Coast and SEC 


‘An Ohio native, Long was a two-sport athlete at Ohio Wesleyan 
University, earning seven varsity letters in football and baseball 
before completing his dearee in economics in 1982. He eamed his 
master's in education at Miami University of Ohio while serving as 
8 raduale assistant football coach there. He then moved on to 
{football staff positions at Rice, Duke and N.C State prior to joining 
the athletics administration at Michigan.

The Big 12 is nearing its silver anniversary as it 
begins its 24th year in 2019-20 as one of the 
nation’s premier athletic conferences under 
the direction of elghth-year commissioner Bob 
Bowlsby, 


TCU and West Virginia joined the league on July 
1, 2012 and became the Big 12’s first additions 
since inception, joining Baylor, lowa State, Kansas, 
Kansas State, Oklahoma, Oklahoma State, Texas 
and Texas Tech. 


With 10 members, the Big 12 remains as the only 
autonomy conference to determine its champions 
in all sports directly on the field of play with a 
full round-robin schedule. The Conference's hard 
work ethic and strong values have translated 
to enormous success in its first 22 years, Since it 
began competition in 1996-97, the league can 
boast of 63 NCAA team titles and 664 individual 
national championships. 


The Big 12 has been at the forefront in college 
athletics reform, specifically with student-athlete 
welfare issues to include cost of attendance, 
student-athlete time demands and strengthening 
its policy for concussion diagnosis and 
management. in 2014-15, the Big 12 introduced and 
hosted three “State of Collegiate Athletics” forums 
to examine the issues facing college athletics. Two 
were conducted in Washington, D.Cand one in New 
York City. Panelists included respected authorities 
from intercollegiate athletics, university leadership 
and sports journalism. The third forum featured 
@ special session comprised of student-athletes. 
The Big 12 has continued the “State of Collegiate 
Athletics” forums the past five seasons with Dallas 
serving as the host site for three events and one 
staged in Atlanta. 


The award-winning Big 12 Champions for Life, an 
initiative of the Conference, begins its fifth year 
in 2019-20. It features student-athletes, selected 
‘by league institutions, in a series of public service 
announcements highlighting the positive impact 
an athletics scholarship has had on their lives 
leading to stories of personal growth and success. 


The Big 12 was the only conference to place a 
team in the Final Four and CFP semifinals in both, 
2017-18 and 2018-19. Texas Tech played in the 
2019 national championship game while Kansas 
competed in the 2018 Final Four. Oklahoma was 
inthe CFP semifinals in both seasons. Additionally, 
‘the Big 12 was the lone conference that had teams 
play in the 2019 men’s (Texas Tech) and women’s 
(Baylor) Final Fours, and the NIT (Texas, TCU) and 
WNIT (TCU) semifinals. Baylor won the women’s 
basketball national title while Texas was the NIT 
champion. The-Big 12 also claimed both of the 


Associated Press basketball coaches of the year as 
Kim Mulkey (Baylor) captured the women’s award 
while Chris Beard (Texas Tech) picked up the men’s 
honor. 


In addition to Baylor's women's basketball crown, 
national championships were won by Texas Tech 
men's outdoor track & field, Texas men's tennis 
and Oklahoma women’s gymnastics while lowa 
State claimed the National Invitation Volleyball 
Tournament. NCAA runner-up finishes besides 
Texas Tech men’s basketball included UT men’s 
swimming & diving and men's golf along with OU 
softball. 


The Big 12 placed 70% of its teams in 2018 bowl 
games highlighted by No. 2 Oklahoma competing 
in the CFP Semifinal at the Orange Bowl and a 
Texas win over No. 5 Georgia in the Sugar Bowl. 
The Big 12 has made eight appearances in a CFP 
News Year’s Bow! in the five years of the structure, 
including OU and UT in 2018. The Sooners made 
their second-straight CFP semifinal appearance 
and third in four years. 


Additionally, the Big 12 added its seventh Heisman 
Trophy winner since 1996 when Kyler Murray 
(Oklahoma) took home the award, following 
former Sooner QB Baker Mayfield (Oklahoma) in 
2017. The Conference has had a finalist in 15 of its 
seasons for & total of 20 with two finalists in five 
seasons. Thitty-nine major individual awards have 
been won by Big 12 student-athletes in football 
cover the past nine campaigns. Overall, more than 
4,800 student-athletes have earned All-America 
fecognition. 


The Big 12 and its member institutions are 
committed to a competitive environment where 
sportsmanship and fair play take center stage. 
‘Whether on the field, inthe classroom, or within the 
community, the student-athletes, administrators, 
coaches and game officials of the Big 12 support 
the highest ideals in sportsmanship. 


National academic accolades have always been 
strong in the Big 12, Ty Darlington (Oklahoma) 
was the recipient of the 2015 William V. Campbell 
Trophy, known as the Academic Heisman. Jevon 
Carter (West Virginia) was presented the NCAA 
Today's Top 10 Award in January 2019. \trecognizes 
former student-athletes for their successes on 
the fields and courts, in the classroom and in the 
community. Since 1996, the Big 12 has a tatal of 
12 honorees for this prestigious award. In the last 
eight seasons, 19 student-athletes were recipients 
of the NCAA Elite 90 Award with Baylor's Lauren 
Cox (women’s basketball) and Colin Kober (men’s 
golf), Oklahoma State's Sofia Blanco (women’s 
tennis), Texas’ Johnny Goodwin (men's tennis) and 


Texas Tech's Davide Moretti (men's basketball), 
picking up the most recent honors in 2017-18. 
The accolade showcases individuals who have 
reached the pinnacle of competition at the national 
championship level, while also achieving the 
highest academic standard among their peers. 


Initsshort history, the Big 12 has over 680 Academic 
All-America recipients, averaging about 30 each 
season. Big 12 student-athletes have shown 
commitment to their studies by earning numerous 
individual academic recognitions. Fourteen times 
in the past 15 years a league athlete has garmered 
the top academic honor for their respective sport, 
including Jevon Carter (West Virginia) for men’s 
basketball in 2017-18 and Bianca St. Georges (West 
Virginia) for soccer in 2018-19. 


Competitive excellence, scholarship and 
sportsmanship are all equal components of the 
Big 12 philosophy. All-Big 12 teams and Academic 
All-Big 12 squads are recognized for each sport at 
the end of their respective seasons. At the end of 
each academic year, the Conference honors its top 
male and female student-athletes with the Big 12 
Athlete of the Year and Big 12 Sportsperson of the 
Year awards. 


Institutions can also nominate student-athletes for 
the prestigious Dr. Prentice Gautt Postgraduate 
Scholarships. A total of 441 scholars have received 
over $3.3 million in postgraduate financial aid 
through the first 23 years of the program. 


The Big 12 sponsors 23 sports. Men's squads include 
baseball, basketball, cross country, football, golf, 
indoor track & field, outdoor track & field, swimming 
& diving, tennis and wrestling. Women’s teams are 
fielded in basketball, cross country, equestrian, 
golf, gymnastics, indoor track & field, outdoor track 
& field, rowing, soccer, softball, swimming & diving, 
tennis and volleyball. 


Big 12 institutions create a league that encompasses 
five states and nearly 38 million people. Nearly 
5,000 student-athletes from across the United 
States and around the World compete annually in 
the sports sponsored by the Conference, 


The Conference currently conducts postseason 
championships for 21 of its 23 sports with the 
Football Championship Game returning in 2017 
after a six-year absence. Each championship helps 
to determine teams and/or individuals that will 
represent the Conference in national postseason 
competition. 


The Conference office is headquartered in Irving, 
Texas. 


BIG 12 COMMISSIONER BOB BOWLSBY 


‘Bob Bowlshy, one of the most respected athletic administrators 
in the nation, was named the Commissioner of the Big 12 
Conference on May 4, 2012. The hire was praised throughout 
college athletics circles as yet another step in the continuing 
strength and stability of the Big 12. 


Bowlsby has been at the foretront of change in collegiate 
athletics and was appointed to the inaugural NCAA Division | 
Council in 2015. The Division | governance body establishes ang 
revises new governance rules that will oversee and guide all of 
college sports. He also served as chair ofthe Football Oversight 
‘Committee which oversees all aspects of collegiate football and 
reports directly to the NCAA Division | Council. Mast recently he 
‘was appointed to the NCAA Presidential Task Force on Federal 
and State Legislative issues. 


§n 2014-15, the Big 12 introduced “State of Collegiate Athletics” 
forums to examine the issues facing college athletics. Seven 
events have been conducted in four different cities across the 
ration = New York City, Washington DC (2), Dallas (3) and 
Attanta - with panelists including respected authorities from 
intercollegiate athletics, university leadership, student-athletes, 
‘media members, activists and government. 


‘The award-winning Big 12 Champions for Life, another initiative 
af the Conference, wil begin its ith yearn 2019-20. t features 
student-athletes, selected by Big 12 institutions, in a series of 
public service annauncements highlighting the postive impact 
‘an athletics scholarship has had on their lives leading to stories 
of personal growth and success. 


‘n his tenure with the Conference, Bowisby finalized one of 
the most lucrative television deals in college athletics and 
played a key role in the formation of the College Football 
Playott that began in 2014415, the first pastseason playoff in 


‘the history of the sport. He also negotiated a partnership with 
the Southeastern Conference in which both leagues’ champions 
Will meet each year in the Allstate Sugar Bow! jn addition to 
confirming the league's other bow! partnerships, giving the 
Big 12 some of the premier postseason destinations in college 
feotball, Additionally, under his leadership, the Big 12 Football 
Championship Game was reinstated beginning with the 2017 
‘season. 


tn his first seven years, Bowlsby has seen 19 national 
‘championships added to the Big 12 trophy case and 143 NCAA 
individual event crowns, Twenty-one additional Conference 
ssauads finished as runner-up in NCAA competition, Eight teams 
have competed in College Football Payott New Year's Bows 
in the five years of the structure with Oklahoma making the 
Conference's first appearance in the CFP semifinals in 2015 and 
repeat showings in 2017 and 2018, The Big 12s home ofthe last 
two Heisman Trophy winners with the selection of Oklahoma 
‘quarterbacks Baker Mayfield in 2017 and Kyler Murray in 2088.

Prior to his role at the Big 12, Bowlsby spent six years directing 
a Stanford University athletics department that sponsors 35 
varsity sports and claimed an unprecedented 17 consecutive 
Leatfield Sports Directors Cups, emblematic of the top overall 
athletics program in the country, 


‘Bowlsby arrived at Stantord after a 15-year stint as the Director 
of Athletics for the University of towa. In his final four years, he 
guided and supervised the merger of the Hawkeye men’s and 
‘women's athletic departments that included 24 varsity sports, 


Throughout his career, Bowlsby has emerged asa national leader 


Inintercollegiate and amateur athletics. He was appointed to the 
‘United States Olympic Committee Board of Directors in 2007

and completed that term at the 2014 Winter Olympiad in 
Sochi, Russia, In 2002, President George W. Bush chose 
Bowlsby to be a member of the Commission on Opportunities 
in Athletics, which reviewed the first 30 years of Title IX. 


Bowlsby has previously served as president of the NCAA 
Division I-A Athletics Directors’ Association, chair of the NCAA 
Division | Men's Basketball Committee (2003-04, '04-05) and 
chaired the NCAA Management Council, In addition, he has 
‘also chaired the NCAA Wrestling Committee, served on NCAA 
‘committees on Financial Aid and Amateurism, the Special 
Committee to Review Amateurism Issues and the Special 
‘Committee to Review Financial Conditions in Athletics. 


ihe National Association of Collegiate Directors of Athletics 
(NACDA) named Bowlsby in 2001-02 as Central Region 
Athletic Director of the Year and Sports Business Journal 
‘selected him from the four regional award winners as the 
National Athletics Director of the Year. The award highlights 
the efforts of the athletic directors for their commitment and 
positive contributions to campuses and their surrounding 
‘communities, 


Before his stint overseeing the Hawkeye athletic department 
he served in the same role for seven years at the University 
of Northern lowa. A native of Waterloo, lowa, Bowlsby was 
named to that post in 1984, He was previously in the role of 
Assistant Athletic Director for Facilites at the school, 


Bowlsby eamed his bachelor’s degree fram Minnesota State 
University (Moorhead) in 1975 and his master’s deoree 
from the University of lowa in 1978, In February 2013, he 
was named to the NCAA 40th Anniversary Tribute Team, 
Which recognized the 40th anniversary of NCAA Division tI 
competition. He was a foureyear fetterwinner in wrestling 
‘at MSUM and served as captain during his senior year when 
hhe won a NSIC ttle, and in 2013 he received the Alumni 
‘Achievement Award.

1 90 SHERMAN SCORES 
FIRST KU TOUCHDOWN 


Kansas played its first official football game, losing 
to Baker University in Baldwin, Kansas, 22-9. Right 
halfback A.E Sherman scored KU's first touchdown on 
aa punt return, An account of the game in the Weekly 
University Courier described Sherman's TD: “Hudson 
‘punted the ball down the field. Sherman managed to 
‘get the ball and made a phenomenal run for the first 
Kansas score ever made in foottal.” 


KANSAS HAS 
1899 FIRST PERFECT SEASON 


In his only season as head coach at Kansas, Fielding 
H. Yost led the Jayhawks to a 10-0 record, which 
represents one of just two perfect seasons in the 
129 years of football competition. KU outscored 
its opponents 280-37 and averaged 28 points per 
game. Yost, who later gained fame as head coach at 
Michigan, was inducted into the College Football Hall 
of Fame in 1951.

Playing its first Homecoming game before a crowd 
of 9,000 fans at McCook Field, KU downed rival 
Missouri, 12-3.

Douglas A. Girod began as the 18th chancellor of 
the University of Kansas in July 2017. In his first two 
years as chancellor, he has emphasized KU's efforts 
to enhance the student experience, serve Kansas 
communities and grow the university's research 
infrastructure.

Chancellor Girod earned his bachelor's degree from 
the University of California at Davis and his medical 
degree from the University of California at San 
Francisco. 


He served in the United States Navy Reserve from 1982 
until 1997, rising to the rank of Lieutenant Commander 
and earning the Meritorious Service Medal. 


Committed to caring for patients throughout the 
world, Girod has led or participated in a dozen 
international medical missions in places such as 
Uganda, Guatemala, Mali, the Philippines and Mexico. 


Girod has also been active within the community, 
serving on the Board of the Kansas City Kansas 
Chamber of Commerce and the Mayor's Healthy 
Community Initiative. He also serves on the Board 
of Trustees for MRI Global and the Kansas Medical 
Society. He is on the steering committee for the 
regional civic community effort known as KC Rising to 
develop long term economic prosperity for the Kansas 
City region. He was recognized with a Regional 
Leadership Award in 2016 for his work with KC Rising. 


Girod has served as president of the American Head 
and Neck Society, and vice president of the Triological 
Society, in addition to other national leadership roles. 
Of his numerous awards and honors, he is perhaps 
most proud of his 2006 Student Voice Award for 
Teaching ona Surgical Rotation, bestowed by students 
at the University of Kansas School of Medicine.

Network, which includes 31 stations in 33 markets. Brian Hanni and David Lawrence 
handle the play-by-play and analysis. Josh Klingler reports from the sidelines and handles 
the Crimson and Blue Show, which runs prior to each KU game, while also providing a 
Postgame interview with head coach Les Miles and Jayhawk players. The Jayhawk Radio 
Network is operated by Jayhawk Sports Properties, a division of Learfield IMG College 
with offices in Lawrence. Marc Tuttle serves as the general manager of Jayhawk Sports 
Properties 


Hanni was named the play-by-play voice of Kansas Jayhawk football and men’s basketball 
‘on the Jayhawk Radio Network on June 21, 2016, and is now entering his fourth season 
working with KU. Hanni also hosts “Hawk Talk,” the weekly radio shows of Miles, men’s 
basketball coach Bill Self and athletics director Jeff Long, and performs other duties as 
assigned by Kansas Athletics. 


A Topeka, Kansas native, Hani graduated from the University of Kansas in 2002 with a 
broadcast management degree with an emphasis on sports broadcasting and media sales. 
Hanni created the daily show “Rock Chalk Sports Talk” on KLWN Radio in Lawrence in the 
‘summer of 2002 and hosted it until 2012. The Jayhawk Radio Network aired the show for 
several years. Hanni did radio broadcasts of KU baseball games for over a decade, and 
Spent eight years on the radio broadcast team for KU women’s basketball. He also served 
occasionally on KU men's basketball and football broadcasts for eight years. 


Hanni left Lawrence in 2012 to become the voice of Texas Tech men’s basketball and 
baseball on the Texas Tech Sports Radio Network. He also did a weekday radio show, “The 
Bottom Line.” 


Hanni has won over 25 awards from the Kansas Association of Broadcasters, In 2015 he 
was inducted into the Topeka West High School Sports Hall of Fame for his efforts in 
sportscasting. 


Hanni is well-known in the Lawrence community, not only for his broadcasting talent but 
also for his charity work. In 2009 he founded (and still organizes) an annual celebrity 
basketball game, "The Rock Chalk Roundball Classic,” which raises money for local 
families fighting cancer. He is an active participant in other youth-related organizations 
within the community as well. 


Lawrence is in his 33rd season with the Jayhawk Radio Network and his 13th full season 
inside the broadcast booth. He has hosted the Crimson and Blue Show and performed 
sideline reporting duties on the Network for 22 years. A four-year letterwinner while 
playing tight end and offensive guard at KU, Lawrence was a team captain, offensive 
player of the year and an All-Big Eight selection in 1981. He served as a graduate assistant 
under Kansas coaches Don Fambrough and Mike Gottfried. Lawrence retired from teaching 
at Lawrence Free State High School and previously at South Junior High School, where 
he also was head football coach for 17 years. He currently is in charge of the freshman 
football program at Free State, does some local sports talk radio and dotes on his three 
granddaughters. 


Lawrence was an analyst on the KU football radio broadcasts in 1982 and was the TV 
analyst for KU football telecasts on Sunflower Broadband Channel 6 from 1988 to 1994. 


Klingler serves as the team’s sideline reporter and also hosts the pregame Crimson and 
Blue Show. He has been a part of the Jayhawk Radio Network since 2005 covering football, 
men's and women’s basketball. He also is the morning drive co-host on 610 Sports Radio 
KCSP in Kansas City. 


Veteran broadcaster Steve Kincaid is in his second year as the producer/engineer for 
Kansas football, men’s basketball, and select Hawk Talks, Kincaid replaced Hall of Fame 
producer/engineer Bob Newton, who, after 34 years on the Network, announced his 
fetirement at the conclusion of the 2017-18 season. Kincaid is a 1988 KU graduate and 
has been involved in broadcasting for 37 years as an announcer or engineer. Kincaid also 
handles engineering duties for Kansas Public Radio and the Audio-Reader Network at KU 
‘and serves on the State Emergency Communications Committee for Kansas.

Asa fanof KU Athletics, itis important to become familiar 
with NCAA, Big 12and Kansas Athletics Compliance rules. 
Please review the following information as a brief guide 
to NCAA compliance and feel free to contact our office at 
any time. We appreciate your support and cooperation, 
Rock Chalk Jayhawk! 


BOOSTER DEFINED 

A booster is any individual, independent agency, 
corporate entity (eg. apparel or equipment 
Manufacturer), or other organization that is known to; 


* Hold, or have ever held, season tickets for any sport 
with Kansas Athletics; 

+ Have participated in, or to be a member of, an 
agency or organization promoting any Kansas Athletics 
program (e.g., University of Kansas Alumni Association, 
K Club, sport booster groups, etc.); 

* Have made financial contributions to the athletics 
department or to an athletics booster organization of 
that institution (e.g. Hardwood Club or any sport-specific 
‘booster groups); 

* Be assisting, or to have assisted in, providing 
benefits to enrolled student-athletes or their families, 
which would trigger booster status under NCAA rules, 
These benefits include, but are not limited to. financial 
assistance, use of a caf, use of a cell phone, etc.; 

* Provide allowable benefits (e.g., summer jobs) to 
enrolled student-athletes; or 

+ Promote Kansas Athletics in any way. 


"This list is not exhaustive. Please contact the Kansas 
Athletics Compliance Office if you have any questions 
about your possible status as a booster. Once an 
individual or entity is deemed to be a booster it carries 
that status forever. 


EXTRA BENEFITS 

An extra benefit is any special gift or arrangement 
provided to a student-athlete, or student-athlete’s 
friends or family members which is not available to the 
general KU student body or the general public. Should 
4 prospective student-athlete or current student-athlete 
receive an extra benefit, they will be ineligible for 
competition. 


IMPERMISSIBLE EXTRA BENEFITS EXAMPLES (THIS IS 
NOT AN EXHAUSTIVE LIST), 
For Prospective and Current Student-Athletes: 

+ Cash or loans or the co-signing of loans 

* Assistance with paying bills, rent or mortgages 

+ Use of an automobile or any other transportation 

+Entertainment of admission to an event (eg. 
movies, athletic events, banquets, clubs, special events/ 
parties, concerts, etc.) 

* Gifts ofany kind, including those on special occasions 
such as birthdays, religious holidays, graduation, etc. 

+ Free or reduced-cost services, rentals, or purchases 
of any type (eg. meals, drinks, clothing, laundry, 
haircuts, legal fees, tattoos, golf, car services, etc.) 

+ Free or reduced-cost housing for any length of time 

+ Use of your telephone or credit card 

* Providing @ meal or paying for a meal at a public 
location 

* Academic assistance of any kind (e.g., tutoring, 
editing papers/projects, assistance in completing class 
work, use of computer, etc.) 


PROSPECTIVE STUDENT-ATHLETES 
A prospective student-athlete Is anyone who has 
entered the ninth grade. Impermissible activities with a 
prospective student-athlete include: 

* Having any type of recruiting communication 
induding conversations, social media messages and 
letters. 

* Conducting any evaluation of their ability on behalf 
of the Kansas coaching staff or providing evaluations to 
the Kansas coaching staffs. 

* Contacting the prospective student-athlete. Getting 
involved in recruiting activities without consent from the 
Compliance Office could jeopardize the eligibility of the 
prospective student-athlete. 


RECRUITING INDUCEMENT 

A recruiting inducement under NCAA rules is any special 
Gift or arrangement provided to a prospective student- 
athlete that is not available to the general population. 
‘The arrangement of such a benefit would be considered 
an improper inducement ta encourage the eventual 
enrollment of a prospective student-athlete. 


Kansas Athletics is responsible for the actions of its 
boosters and fans and is always available to answer any 
questions regarding permissible recruiting activities. 


EMPLOYMENT OF A STUDENT-ATHLETE 
Employment of a student-athlete is permissible, 
provided all six of the following conditions are met: 

1. Student-athlete is only paid for the work actually 
performed; 

2. Student-athlete is paid at the rate commensurate 
with the going rate in that locale for similar services; 

3. Student-athlete may not be compensated in any 
manner for any value or utility that he or she may have 
for an employer because of any publicity, reputation, 
fame, or personal following that he/she may have 
because of his or her athletics ability; 

4, Student-athletes must register all jobs during 
the academic year and the summer by completing the 
Student-Athlete Employment Form and returning it to 
the Athletics Compliance Office prior to beginning work; 

5. Proof of earnings is required and all student- 
athletes must submit a pay stub at the end of their 
employment. All paperwork must be submitted along 
with a verification of earnings; and 

6. Employers MUST confirm their employment of 
Kansas Athletics student-athletes prior to the student- 
athletes’ employment. 


PROMOTIONAL ACTIVITIES - STUDENT-ATHLETES 

* Student-athletes are not eligible for participation in 
intercollegiate athletics if he/she accepts compensation, 
or permits the use of his/her name or pictures to 
promote a commercial enterprise. 

* A student-athlete’s name or picture may not be 
used to advertise, recommend, or promote directly the 
sale or use of a commercial product or service of any 
kind. 

» If a student-athletes name or picture appears 
‘on commercial items (t-shirts, playing cards, posters, 
photographs, etc.) or is used to promote a commercial 
product without the student-athlete’s knowledge or 
permission, the student-athlete and the institution are 
required to take steps to stop such an activity in order to 
Maintain the student-athlete’s eligibility. 


GAMBLING ACTIVITIES. 

NCAA rules prohibit student-athletes and athletic 
department staff members from participating in any 
sports gambling activity or providing information 
concerning competitions to individuals involved in 
‘organized gambling activities. Additionally, it is a 
violation of federal law for boosters, student-athletes, 
or staff members to tamper with the outcome of a 
collegiate contest. Please do not ask any Student- 
athletes or staff members for information regarding 
student-athlete performance/injuries. 


NCAA RULES 
Top 10 Things Fans & Friends of Kansas Athletics Should 
Know About NCAA Rules: 

1. You should always report any suspected or known 
violations to the Compliance Office immediately. 

2. The NCAA holds Kansas Athletics accountable for 
the actions of its fans and supporters. If you are involved 
with NCAA violations (known or unknown), Kansas 
may have to forfeit games, entire seasons, scholarships, 
recruiting opportunities, or may be prohibited from 
Participating in the postseason. 

3. You may send information about prospects to 
Kansas Athletics coaching staff members, 

4. You may continue established relationships with 
friends and neighbors whose children are prospects or 
student-athletes. The relationship must pre-date high 
school and is not based on his/her status as an athlete 
(this must be registered in advance with the Compliance 
Office). 

5. You may not be involved in recruiting prospective 
student-athletes on behalf of Kansas Athletics. A 
prospective student-athlete is a student who has started 
classes for the ninth grade. 

6. You may not become involved in arranging for a 
prospect, a Kansas student-athlete, or a Kansas student- 
athlete’s friends or family to receive money or financial 
assistance of any kind, 

7. You may not provide transportation to a prospect, 
student-athlete or their friends and family. 

8. You cannot spend funds to entertain prospects, 
student-athletes or their friends and family or provide 
them with any other extra benefit. 

9. You may not use a photo or name of a student- 
athlete for commercial purposes or sell student-athlete 
memorabilia, 

10. Always ask before you act!
